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Pay raises asked for in local governments 


Firemen ask new 
Policemen wanting 
Courthouse employes bring out petition 


classifications

Corsicana City Manager Dick Ballenger 


remarked this morning that he will submit 
the proposed contract between city firemen 
and the city to City Attorney Glenn Stewart 
for his legal opinion on it. 


Ballenger did allow that he thinks "they've 


gotten into some areas contrary to state law." 
But he said he wanted an opinion from 
Stewart either back him up or correct his 
misgivings. 


THE FIREMEN, represented by James 


Gill, presented a 15-page contract to the city 
during Monday afternoon's opening meeting 
to establish salaries for the coming fiscal 
year. 


Asked for a comparison between the two 


programs by Commissioner R. A. Armistead, 
Gill said Monday that "In a sense, all is 
changed." 


Agreeing with this assessement this' 


morning, Ballenger said "it is pretty hard" to 
compare the proposed contract with the 
present situation. 


One of the major changes sought by the 


firemen is the re-establishment of six dif- 
ferent classifications. 


Class 1 firemen for firefighters during the 


first six month probation period would pay 
$600 per month under the new contract. 
Probationary recruits currently receive $525. 


Class 2 firemen, for firefighters with state 


certification, would receive $725 monthly. The 
current pay for this classification is $610. 


Class 3 firemen, for drivers of emergency 


vehicles certified fire fighters with two years 
experience and class 3 Civil Service status, 
would receive $787.50 per month. This is a new 
classification. 


Class 4 firemen, for sub-station captains 


who would have two years experience and 
class 4 Civil Service status, would receive 
$812.50 per month. Station 
commanders 


currently receive $650 per month. 


Class 5 the central station commander with 


class 5 Civil Service status, would receive 
$837.50. This classification is new, the central 
station commander coming under the same 
classification as other commanders, $650 per 
month. 


Class 6, for the assistant fire marshall who 


would have Class 6 Civil Service status, would 
have a base pay of $826.50 a month. 


Also, the firemen are asking for a cost-of- 


living clause which would see firemen's pay 
raise four times annually in conjunction with 
the increase in the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
Price Index. 


OTHER REQUESTS include the furnishing 


at city expense of all bunker clothes and 
firefighting equipment for each fireman; an 
increase from $15 to $25 a month for clothes 
allowance; a 25 cent per mile mileage fee 
when firemen use their own car for official 
business; suitable city and Union bulletin 
boards at each fire station; and $8 per 
firefighter per shift for meals while on duty. 


Also, the firemen want the city to "con- 


tribute one hundred per cent of the cost of a 
family major medical coverage program, to 
include total dental, eye, pharmacy and office 
calls." 


While Ballenger was not specific as to 


which areas of the contract might be contrary 
to law, one possible item was revealed during 
Monday's meeting. 


Artiocle II of the contract says that in the 


event of a conflict between provisions of the 
contract and State Civil Service Laws, the 
contract shall control. 


While Gill said he is of the opinion that this 


all right, Commissioner Wayne Morris was 
quick to retort that, having worked with the 
Civil Service Commission, it is his opinion 
that such cannot be the case. 


16 to 17 per cent

Corsicana policemen asked 


the city commission for salary 
increase of 16 and 17 per cent for 
patrolmen and sergeants during 
the opening salary meeting 
between the commission and 
the department Monday af- 
ternoon. 


In addition to asking for the 


pay 
raise, 
the 
police, 


represented in the collective 
bargaining by Jack Smith, also 
asked for increases in incentive 
pay, 
the 
establishment of 


another incentive pay category 
and a revising of the police 
retirement system. 


The policemen are paid ac- 


cording to four categories and 
the Monday request called for 
changes in each of these except 
that of the assistant chief. 


THE NEW PROPOSAL seeks 


$575 monthly for patrolmen with 
less than 12 months experience. 
Currently patrolmen in this 
classification 
receive 
$550 


furing the first six months while 
on probationary status and $600 
the next six months. 


Patrolmen with more than a 


year's 
experience 
would 


receive a $100 per month raise 
under the new proposal, from 
$625 
to 
$725, 
a 
"not 


unreasonable figure" according 
to Smith. 


The six sergeants within the 


department 
would 
receive 


raises of $115, from $660 to $775 
a month. This would have them 
earning $25 less than Assistant 
Chief Doug Hightower. 


The proposed incentive scale 


for the coming year is merely a 
doubling of the amounts already 
provided. 


Under the new 
proposal, 


policemen would receive $50 
additional per month for 30 
semester hours of college work;

Also policemen with an in- 
termediate certificate 
would 


receive $50 per month and those 
with an advanced certificate 
would receive $100 in incentive 
pay. 


THE NEW INCENTIVE pay 


category would provide $25 per 
month in 
incentive pay for 


policemen working the 9 p.m. to 
7 a.m. shift. Smith said this 
proposal is an attempt to keep 
qualified officers on the night 
shift once they have enough 
seniority to have a choice as to 
which shift they work. 


Smith 
said 
the 
police 


association is most interested in 
changing the retirement system 
because 
of the 
antiquated 


restrictions it now includes. 


Presently officers can only 


designate 
$300 
per 
month 


($3,600 
per 
year) 
for 


retirement. The city matches 
the 
employe's 
retirement 


money. 


Smith said he is seeking an 


increase up to $6,000 annually 
for earnings that could be 
designated for retirement. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


said that since policemen are 
included in the city's overall 
retirement system, which in- 
cludes 
everyone 
but 
the 


firemen, a change in the police 
retirement would involve a 
city wide change. 


SMITH EMPHASIZED that 


he is only acting on behalf of the 
police association and that that 
group would Jike to see their 
department separated from the 
rest of the employes. 


The commission 
took no 


action on this proposal, which 
would become effective with 
next year's budget.

$42,000 is needed if, Navarro 


County is to grant the 13 per 
cent cost of living pay raise 
requested by courthouse em- 
ployes during Monday mor- 
ning's commissioner's 
court 


meeting. 


About 30 employes presented 


the court with a petition bearing 
45 names, including five elected 
officials, 
that asked 
that 


courthouse salaries be in- 
creased, effective June 1. 


County commissioners and 


County Judge Robert Dunn 
agreed that the cost of living 
increases were a problem, but 
expressed a doubt as to the 
county's ability to come up with 
the necessary funds to cover the 
request. 


COMMISSIONER 
BILLY 


Hargrove told the petitioners, 
"We don't have that kind of 
money. 


The court seemed to agree 


with the assessment of Com- 
missioner R. J. Henderson who 


noted "I'm all for it if they can 
find where we can get the 
money." 


With this in mind the court 


instructed auditor Bill Smith to 
check the county budget to see if 
sufficient funds are available 
elsewhere that could be tran- 
sferred to the salary fund. 


It was Smith who computed 


the seven month cost figure of 
$42,000 after he had already told 
the court that, based on current 
monthly spending, the county 
will probably have to transfer

IN HIS LETTER, Blunk, who 


was hired Aug. 15, 1974, noted

primarily personal in nature 
and have no bearing on the 
library and its administration." 


Asked following adjournment 


what his future plans are, Blunk 
said he intends to return to 
North Texas State University 
and obtain a doctorate in 
business. 


On the 
motion of board 


member Julius Jacobs, Blunk's 
resignation was accepted "with 
regrets." Jacobs noted that 
Blunk "has contributed a lot to 
the library while he held this 
position and I feel he has in- 
troduced some inovations to the 
library 
which 
has 
been 


beneficial to our patrons." 


Mayor Sue Youngblood, ex- 


officio 
board 
member 
and 


presiding officer, informed the 
board she was re-appointing all 
current members to new terms, 
except Sydney Marks, who due 
to ill health, had requested he 
not be renamed to the post he 
first was appointed to in 1957. 


TO SUCCEDD 
HIM, 
she 


appointed Herb Silverberg who 
had been invited to be in at- 
tendance and become active 
immediately. 


It had been hoped that Marks 


would be present, but Mrs. 
Youngblood learned moments 
before the meeting he had been 
hospitalized for several days 
and a planned presentation of a 
special award of appreciation 
could not be made during the 
meeting.

He pointed out that 
shortly after he came in August 
of last year Saturday openings 
were discontinued when staff 
assistants informed him that 
the number of users didn't 
justify keeping the library open 
Saturdays. This news came as a 
surprise 
to 
several 
board 


members who said at the time 
they were unaware the library 
had not been open on Saturdays 
since September, 1974.

librarian 
noted on Sunday, 


March 16, 72 visitors borrowed 
75 books; March 23, 48 visitors 
checked out 51 books; April 6,77 
borrowers took out 113 books; 
April 13,88 patrons checked out 
188 books and recordings; April 
20, 46 borrowers took 65 books; 
April 
27 
there 
were 
68 


borrowers checking out 109 
books; and on the last Sunday, 
May 
4, 
the 
participation 


dropped to 34 visitors who took 
out 64 books. 


Blunk attributed the upsurge 


in the 88 visitors on April 13 
borrowing 188 books to a Daily 
Sun editorial commending the 
Sunday opening.

Dunn then called the petition 


"a matter of griping," adding 
"I think maybe this county has 
spoiled some of its employes by 
giving a cost of living raise 
every year." 


He then 
spoke of 
the 


"obligation to the public" and 
the need for a choice between 
providing more services to the 
county or "to pay the per- 
sonnel." 


Dunn pointed out, however, 


that there is "a 
point of 


diminishing returns" when the 
salaries are 
so low that 


qualified personnel will not stay 
with the jobs. 


The court instructed Smith to 


come up with comparative 
salary figures for courthouse 
employes as opposed to people 
with 
the 
same 
realm of 


responsibility in private jobs. 


Smith said that a survey he 


was 
involved 
with

working at Community Services 
indicated

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Costly home gutted by fire

The showplace Spanish-style 


Tom Murphey home valued in 
excess of $150,000 gutted by an 
early morning blaze is a burned 
out shell today—and the origin 
of the fire is undetermined. 


Corsicana Fire Chief Duane 


Womack who directed his crew 
of five men—all he could spare 
away from their stations—said 
at mid-morning that it will be up 
to Sheriff Jerry Shelton to call 
in deputy state fire marshals to 
probe the ruins and make a 
determination of what touched 
off the fire which lighted up the 
sky for miles around and 
prompted calls to the 
fire 


department from a half dozen 
passing motorist. 


THE BLAZE WAS first 


spotted about 2:50 a .m. Tuesday 
by an unidentified motorist 
driving along State Highway 31. 
The two-story adobe-appearing 
mansion was constructed in 
1970 by Murphey, paving and 
building 
contractor, 
and 


developer of Seventh Avenue's 
Westgate Shopping Center. 
v The house, located a mile 


west of Corsicana's city limits, 
sits behind a man-made lake 
which 
provided 
fire 
ap- 


paratus—two 750 gallon per 
minute pumper trucks, along 
with a 
mini-booster 
tank 


truck—an on-hand supply of 
water to combat the flames. 


Owner 
Murphey 
is 
in 


Colorado Springs, Colo., on a 
vacation trip he began last 
Thursday, his son, Tom Mur- 
phey Jr., business partner with 
his father, said. 


Corsicana Police Dispatcher 


Gary Patterson notified the 
Tom Murphey Jrs., 
shortly 


after the first fire trucks were 
dispatched from No. 3 (West 
Second Ave.) and No. 5 (South 
Second St.) stations. 


CHIEF WOMACK SAID the 


fire was burning out the roof as 
he "topped the hill" where he 
could get a good view from the 
roadway, but the fire was easily 
visible long before fire fighters 
arrived on the scene indicating 
the blaze had been burning for 
some time before it was first 
detected and the initial alarm 
sounded. 


Young Murphey said his 


father had put in approximately 


$6,000 in new furniture in the 
home within the past two 
months, and although he had 
not widely publicized it, had 
placed the home on the market. 


"It was some house. It at- 


tracted a lot of attention and 
Channel 4 came down here 
twice and did special filmed 
stories on it," Murphey said. 


At 
the time it was under 


construction and frequently 
after the family occupied it, the 
senior Murphey had spoken of 
his pride in the home boosted by 
the many highway travelers 
who stopped, or even drove up 
the road winding around the 
lake asking if they could be 
shown the interior. 


As the young Murpheys stood 


in shock before the crumbling 
fire-ravaged 
home, a large 


German Shepherd watchdog 
which the senior Murphey had 
left chained in the attached 
arched four-car garage came 
from out of the inky darkness 
and nuzzled the pants legs of the 
only people on the scene he 
knew. 


"HE MUST HAVE broken his 


chain when the fire spread, or 


else some fireman let him 
loose," 
Mrs. 
Murphey 


reasoned. Yet, no 
fireman 


when asked said he had freed 
the dog, which apparently had 
broken its chain. What few 
officers and spectators wat- 
ching the flames eat their way 
from floor to roof as firemen 
played streams on the fire from 
all sides were cautioned not to 
"try to pet or befriend the dog— 
Blackie" by the young couple 
who voiced their own fear of his 
fierceness as a watchdog. 


Murphey said his father kept 


a doberman in the house, but 
had placed that canine sentinel 
in a kennel before leaving for 
Colorado. 


"I sure hate to have to call 


Dad about this," Murphey said, 
adding that before he left to do 
so, "I want to go inside and see 
how bad it is in there when the 
firemen will let me." 


As he moved off toward the 


hulk, illuminated by spotlights 
from the fire trucks as firemen 
placed ladders and attacked 
pockets'of fire from an upper 
balcony, "Blackie" escorted 
him up to the burned out 
doorway.
